Section  B 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

1.  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority. 

A.  Medical.— OuQ  part-time  Medical  Oriicer  of  Healtli,  who 

holds  the  Diploma  of  the  Conjoint  Board  of  En.Ltland  and 
is  also  Medical  Officer  to  the  .Soinli  Kesteven  Rural 
District  Council  Isolation  Hospital  and  Sanatorium. 

B.  Others.—  One  whole  time  Sanitary  Inspector  who  also  acts 

as  Sanitary  Surveyor  and  Inspector  under  the  Meat 
Regulations.  He  holds  the  Certificate  of  an  Associate  of 
the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 

Two  Health  Visitors,  fully  trained  Nurses,  with  C.M.B. 
Certificates,  are  stationed  at  Bourne  and  Billingborough, 
and  do  the  Public  Health  work  in  those  areas. 

There  are  also  10  District  Nurses  all  with  the  C.M.B. 
Certificate. 


Services  provided  in  the  South  Kesteven  Rural  District. 

No  chan.i^es  iiavo  occurred  as  rej^ards  L<d:)oratory  or  Ambulance 
Facilities,  Niirsiny  in  the  Home,  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres, 
save  that  the  iMedical  Staft  of  the  WTlfare  Centre  at  Bourne  is  now 
provided  by  one  of  the  whole  time  medical  Officers  of  the  County 
Council. 

The  pieseiit  Bourne  Ambulance  is  in  need  of  replacement  by 
a  more  modern  vehicle. 


Section  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(1)  Water.  'Fhe  Little  Bytham  Scheme  has  been  completed.

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  When  all  the  water  schemes  have 
been  carried  out  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Council  will  be  able  to 
tackle  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal. 

Some  of  the  bit^gest  villa.i^es  have  no  sewage  system  at  all.  In 
many  villa, i^es  the  present  drainage  and  sewerage  arrangements 
leave  much  to  be  desired. 


Rivers  and  Streams.  ATur  Inspector  does  what  he  can  to 
remedy  nuisances  as  they  arise,  but  many  of  the  watercourses 
are  .grosslv  polluted,  until  a  proper  sewera,ge  system  is  provided  for 
Dcepiipg  St.  lames,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  pollution  of  the 
Well  and  in  that  part  of  its  course  can  be  prevented. 

Closet  Accommodation.  'Fhere  is  a  slow  but  steady 
increase  in  the  number  of  water  closets,  and  the  old  insanitary 
privies  are  gradually  disappearing. 

Public  Cleansing.  Almost  non-existent. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  The  Inspector’s  Report 
will  show  the  thoroughness  with  which  this  part  of  his  w^ork  is 
effected. 

Shops.  No  action  wdth  regard  to  their  better  ventilation  has 
had  to  be  taken. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  There  are  no  public  swimming 
baths  in  the  district. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bags.  No  aclion  called  for. 

Schools.  Their  sanitary  condition  is  faiilv  satisfactory,  but 
there  should  be  better  vvashiiyy  and  sanitary  ccniveniences  .yenerally. 

Whenever  a  piped  supply  passes  the  school,  water  should  be 
laid  on  to  the  schools  automatically. 

The  provision  of  milk  to  school  children  is  still  in  the  same 
most  unsatisfactory  position  as  last  year.

SANITARY  OFFICER’S  ANNUAL  REPORT 

1937. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  South  Kesteven 
Rural  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1937. 

I  took  over  my  duties  on  the  1st  November  last,  and  found  the 
Sanitary  condition  of  the  District  was  in  the  main  veiy  good.  There 
is  one  point  that  I  would  like  to  bring  before  the  Council’s  notice, 
and  that  is  the  urgent  need  for  an  improved  method  of  sewage 
disposal  in  a  number  of  your  Parishes. 

An  increase  in  the  consumption  of  water  due  to  the  provision 
of  water  schemes  has  caused  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  sewage 
produced,  and  many  of  the  existing  sewers  are  already  surcharged. 
In  addition  many  parishes  are  without  any  means  of  puritication. 

During  the  latter  part  of  last  year  150  yards  of  new  sewer  was 
laid  on  the  North  side  of  the  market  place  in  Market  Deeping.  This 
did  away  with  many  objectionable  Cesspools  placed  in  very 
congested  circumstances. 

30  new  dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  during  the 
year,  and  there  were  8  miscellaneous  buildings  erected. 

The  year  1937  saw  the  commencement  of  the  Second  Slum 
Clearance  Programme  and  also  the  abatement  of  Overcrowding 
Programme.  Up  to  the  3 1st  December  the  Council  erected  42 
Council  Houses  to  deal  with  the  above  matters. 

During  the  year  1938  it  is  hoped  that  all  the  Slum  Clearance 
will  be  completed  and  all  of  the  re-housing  under  the  Overcrowding 
Programme. 

Cowsheds. 

There  are  234  registered  cowkeepers  on  the  Register.  During 
the  year  one  cowshed  was  reconstructed.  There  are  at  present 
three  producers  of  Accredited  milk  in  your  district  ;  this  Hgure  is 
totally  inadequate  and  I  hope  that  during  the  forthcoming  year 
this  hgure  will  grow.  During  the  year  1938,  all  the  cowsheds  in 
the  district  are  to  be  re-inspected  and  a  new  system  of  card  indexing 
them  will  be  introduced.  By  this  means  it  is  hoped  to  keep  a 
better  watch  on  the  general  condition  of  the  premises. 
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Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  23  slaughterhouses  and  4  shops  where  meat  is  sold. 
All  are  inspected  regularly  at  least  once  per  week. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  133  Workshops  and  Factories  in  the  district.  All 
receive  regular  supervision  and  there  have  been  no  complaints  made 
or  notices  served  during  the  year.

Water  Supplies. 

The  Little  Bytham  Water  Scheme  was  completed  during  the 
year,  and  a  start  made  on  the  Billingborough  and  District,  Deeping 
St.  James,  and  Castle  Bytham  Schemes.  It  is  anticipated  that  at 
least  25  parishes  will  have  a  piped  supply  of  water  by  the  end  of 

1938. 
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Housing. 

A  i^reat  amount  of  work  was  done  in  this  direction  durin^^  the 


year,  and  I  give  a  brief  summary  of  this  work.

Scavenging  and  Cleansing. 

There  is  no  proper  method  of  disposal  of  refuse  in  any  parish, 
and  it  is  left  to  the  occupiers  to  dispose  of  their  refuse  in  the  easiest 
possible  way,  which  in  a  lot  of  cases  in  done  by  wholesale  dumping 
on  roadside  wastes  and  in  small  roadside  woods.  This  method  is 
both  objectionable  and  very  insanitary,  and  gives  rise  to  the  breed¬ 
ing  of  vermin,  etc.  The  only  method  I  can  suggest  at  the  present 
time  is  to  contract  for  the  removal  of  house  refuse  and  for  the 
Council  to  provide  a  dumping  ground  which  could  be  supervised  by 
the  Council  themselves. 

Proceedings. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  two  persons  during  the  year. 
One  for  infringement  of  a  Demolition  Order  under  the  Housing 
Act,  1936,  and  the  other  for  contravention  of  a  Nuisance  Notice. 

Both  proceedings  were  successful.
